It stated that the high 


school was crowded to twice its ca- 
pacity and the same condition pre- 
vailed to a lesser degree in Lincoln, 
Franklin, Whittier, Emerson and 
Richardson buildings. 


The inspection of the local schools 


was made by W. A. DeVoss of Col- 
umbus. The head of the department 
of state inspection mailed the follow- 
ing instructions to the board of ed- 
ucation in regard to necessary im- 
provements, that it is claimed should 
be made.

Since the first wave of sympathy 


for the Belgians subsided, compara- 
tively little baa been heard about the 
destitute of Europe. The impression 
ot the average reader is tliui Bel- 
elans have been pretty well cared 
tar, and that the other nations are 
able to provide for their own peo- 
ple. 
As a matter of fact, there are 


today thousands of homeless women 
and children, not only Begian, but 
also French, Polish, 
Russian and 


Serbian, and the problem of support- 
ing them Is a constantly growing 
one. 
Never has there been greater 


need for funds and volunteers. 


There are a 140.000 refugee ctll- 


«Jrcn in colonies in southern France 
and as many in towns around Paris. 
Besides which, there are many small 
Belgians in Holl-.r.J, whose parents 
have been killed or become separate 
ed from them in the hasty exodus 
from the invaded 
cities. 
Holland 


has done nobly In carinff -for these 
refugees sndden:y thrust upon her 
roil, but Holland already 
is over- 


populated and she cannot possibly 
take care of them all. 


Hundreds of - omeu, children and 


old men are continually being rend- 
ered homeless by the militrry decree 
•which orders the complete destruc- 
tion of a town before the invasion 
of the enemy. The officers desires 
no spies left iu the villages, no food 
and cattle for the oppocing armies 
find no bui'dings to act as protection 
for artillery. With their homes de- 
stroyed, and with nothing but the 
clothing on their bodies and what 
little food they can hastily gather to- 
gether, these weaker 
ones 
whom 


men go to war to protect, are com- 
pelled to take to the road. 
In the 


winter slush and snow only the fitt- 
est can survive. 


In France, the work of caring for 


these unforunates is well organized, 
mostly America; a. 
The convents of 


the Roman Catholic anu Episcopal 
churches have thrown 
open 
their 


doors to the refugee children, where 
they are provided for >fay the relief 
committees and taught by the nuns 
to knit stockings and to make lace 
of 'beautiful and intricate patterns, 
the sale of which sometimes goes far 
toward defraying their expenses. 


The. Franco-American committee 


for tho protection of children of the 
frontier, consisting of such promi- 
nent Americans as Mrs. Cooper He- 
witt; Mrs. notion W, Bliss, wife of

most all of them were ill. In this

and they are now comfortably bous- 
ed in the old convent, studying and 
knitting stockings for otter children.

Americans 


have done much for France, Belgium 
Serbia and Montenegro, 
but 
they 


have left Russia to cope with her 
own ultuatlcn, which is quite beyond 
her power. The same military de- 
cree which destroyed Moscow before 
the invasion of Napoleon, has held 
good with respect to Russian Poland 
and th« .Baltic 
province*. 
Thou- 


sand! ordered out of these provinces 
are making their way on foot toward 
Moscow and Purograd. often suc- 
cumbing-to' the Russian winter and 
dying in the snow. When the gov- 
ernment can spare-the railroads, the 
people are herded like cattle in the 
freight trains and transported aim 
lessly from one place to another. 


It la estimated that there are 13 


million such refugees in Russia. The

the object of this organization to 
place war refugees on small farms 
thrcughout the United State* where 
the 'families may 
become self-sup- 


porting and where the children may 
be taught to earn their own living. 
Miss Appieton bas already received 
many liberal donations to the cause 
and bas succeeded in placing many 
refugee families in our farming dis- 
tricts. 
The donations 
are not al- 


ways from the rich. One woman, a 
government employee 
in Washing- 


ton, offered Miss Appieton the use of 
340 acres of land in Oklahoma which 
she had purchased with her own 
earning!. 


While American* are 
doing a 


splendid work in looking after the 
child refugees ot Europe, there is 
still a great deal to be done. Tho 
need Is for more volunteers.
